Blade Gives a Midnight Exhibition of nis 


Power Over the Invlalblc. 


"Once," said the real estate man, 


"before I foil from grace, I was a re- 
porter on a paper down in tho central 
part of the state.

"This was tb,e beginning of. a series 


of remarkable happenings that lasted 
three hours. Every article in tho room 
was thrown around promiscuously, Thf 
furniture was banged against the coil- 
ing. The bed, a heavy affair, was picked 
np and chucked against tho wall with a 
jar that nearly thiow me out of it. To 
cap it all. something; got hold of the 
bedclothes and tegan to pull them off.

Magnificent in its decay and a study 


alike in its mass and its details, Kirk- 
stall abbey was founded for the Cister- 
cian order by Henry de Laoi in 1158. 
Its founder had the rare felicity of see- 
ing the work completed. 


With his own hands he began the edi- 


fice, and he gave unstinted aid in its 
construction and in the promotion of ita 
religions work', and he did not rest con- 
tent until he saw on the meadow land 
selected for the purpose a thoroughly 
•well organized monastic establishment 


The abbey proper, as seen today, is 


bnt one out of a series of bqildings 
erected as a compact and inronvorldng 
whole. It was the opinion oi ,.r Gilbert 
Scott that all the essential features of 
the combined structure—the church, 
tha chapter house, the cloisters, the re- 
fectory, th'e dormitory and other build- 
ings, whose foundations at least may 
still be traced, were the work of one and 
the same period and the same men 
struck, as it were, "from asinglo die." 


Of no other important ecclesiastical 


edifice of the Norman or early .English. 
period con as mnch be said Tho abbey 
became the mausoleum of its founder. 
In it he and his son were given sepul- 
ture. For nearly four centnries the work 
of the abbey was conducted with more 
or less influence. 


Some of. its heads mado their powor 


felt in parliament, and the line of their 
succession had run to tho twenty-ninth 
abbot when the dissolution changed the 
character and fortunes of the place. The 
monastery and the estate around it were 
then granted by Henry VIII to Arch- 
bishop Cranmor and his heirs in ex- 
change for other possession! 


The grant was confirmed by Edward 


VI, but in Elizabeth's time the property 
had in some way reverted back to tho 
orowu. It next passed to private owners 
and was secured eventually by tho Si't- 
villes of Howley Hall, from whom it 
was transferred by marriage to the 
Cardigans.! 


In tho hiinds of tho Cardigans it re- 


mained nn :il 1889, when, "tho unexpect- 
ed" happened, and the abbey, witli its
